As  you  are  aware,  we  have  subnitted  an  Application  for  Certification 
of  the  above-captioned  collection  to  the  Cultural  Property  Export  Review 
Board  in  Ottawa. 

We  have  recently  been  contacted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr. 
Fraser  Elliott  vdx)  has  advised  us  that  the  collection  has  been  certified 
as  cultural  property.    The  certification  form  provides  for  a  determination 
of  the  fair  market  value  of  the  cultural  property.    The  fair  market  value 
will  be  used  by  Revenue  Canada  in  determining  the  anount  of  the  deduction 
available  to  the  donor  from  his  income  tax  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  donation  was  made.    Mr.  Elliott  informed  me  that  Revenue  Canada  has 
informed  the  Board  that  in  cases  where  cultural  property  has  been  acquired 
by  the  donor  in  a  recent  acquisition,  the  fair  market  value  of  the  property 
must  be  the  purchase  price  paid  by  the  donor.    Mr.  Elliott  further  stated 
that  in  each  such  case  that  has  come  before  the  Board,  the  fair  market 
value  has  been  set  as  the  purchase  price.    In  one  case,  the  prospective 
donor  applied  to  Revenue  Canada  for  an  income  tax  ruling  that  the  appraised 
value  should  be  the  fair  market  value  ardnot  the  acquisition  cost.  Revenue 
Canada  refused  to  issue  such  a  ruling. 

The  ultimate  decision  in  setting  the  limits  for  deduction  from  income 
tax  lies 'with  Revenue  Canada.    As  such,  the  Board  has  been  instructed  to 
do  one  of  two  things.    It  will  either,  on  the  instructions  fron  the  applicant 
for  certification,  issue  a  certificate  indicating  that  the  purchase  price 
is  the  fair  market  value  of  the  property.    Alternatively,  if  the  applicant

Vv'e  can  n  "The  Treasure",  because  it  was  declared  to  be  a 
National  Treasure  by  the  Government  of  Canada  some  years  ago. 

!t  evolves  around  0  manuscript  that  was  written  by  Dr.  Otto 
Schneid  in  German  and  was  translated  years  later  by  the  author  in  Hebrew. 
The  book  has  a  preface  by  Martin  Buber. 

The  manuscript  (in  Germian  and  Hebrew  )  is  entitled 
•The  Jew  and  his  art  in  the  Diaspora".  The  book  deals  with  the  subject  of 
Jewisn  Art  in  the  20th  centurq.  It  reflects  a  profound  esthetical, 
psychological  and  sociological  insight  Into  the  creative  endeavours  ot 
Jewish  artists, 

it  was  almost  printed.  Only  almost.  It  was  never  really 

pub-ished. 

Biographical  reference  about  Otto  Schneid:  •  ' 

Bern  in  Czechoslovakia  in  1900. 
Died  in  Toronto  in  1974. 

He  studied  art  history.,  philosophy,  oriental  literature  and  esthetics  at 
Vienna  University  and  in  Paris. 

in  1935  Gtto  Schneid  organized  and  assumed  curatorship  of  the  Vivo  Art 
Museum  in  Vilno. 

In  1939  he  mioved  to  Israel. 

Since  1948  he  taught  art  history  and  History  of  architecture  at  the  Israel 
Institute  of  Technology  in  Haifa. 

Subsequently  he  left  the  academic  field  to  devote  all  his  time  to  writing 
and  artistic  endeavours. 

Ha  resided  in  Canada  sines  September  1963. 


_  After  the  Holocaust,  many  of  the  artists  and  their  works 

were  destroyed.  Many  names  that  were  so  famous  -  were  no  more. 

All  his  family  perished  in  Aushwitz.  Later  he  would  create 
c  sculpture  or  his  mother  going  up  in  flames*. '  It  Is  now  on  temporary  loan 
i.-i  uie  Koyal  untario  Museum  (  R.O.M.)  in  Toronto.

At  that  timie.,  Otto  Schneid  v/as  an  Austrian  citizen,  living 
in  Warsaw.  The  government  of  Poland  was  supposed  to  send  him  back  to^ 
A  i.i  s  t  r i  a  "  h  i  s "  1: 0  u  n  t  rg . 


Vv'hen  the  news  camie  to  him  aboufwhat  v/as  haopening  to 
his  book  anc  also  being  on  the  black  list,  he  knew  that  his  life  was  in 
danger  if  he  v-zere  to  be  returned  to  Austria. 


After  hiding  several  mionths  in  Warsav-/,  he  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  police  and  spent  three  days  in  prison.  The  Jewish  Community 
of  Warsavv  did  everything  possible  for  him,  and  after  three  days  the 
comm-unity  obtainec  a  visa  for  him  to  go  to  Israel  (  Palestine  )  as  a 
research  student  in  the  Hebrevv'  University.  This  action  saved  his  life.  He 
Vv'as  granted  one  day  to  comiplsta  his  affairs  before  he  vvas  connpslled  to 
leave  Poland.  Otto  Schneid  went  to  see  his  mother  and  sister,  for  the  last 
time,  and  then  he  left  for  Israel.  He  took  with  him  a  copy  of  his 
nvanuscript,  and  the  photos.

"The  Jew  and  his  art  in  the  Diaspora",  originally  written  in 
German  with  a  preface  by  Dr  Martin  Buber  and  later  translated 
by  the  author  into  Hebrew.  This  book  deals  i7ith  the  subject  of 
Jewish  art  in  the  2o  th  century.  It  reflects  a  profound  esthetical 
psychitilogical  and  sociological  insight  into  the  creative  endeavour 


of  Jewish  artits  primarily  during  the  period  of  nazism.  The 
Holocaust  is  its  prime  motif.  In  conjunction  with  this  work 
a  unique  and  monumental  collection  of  correspondence,  photographs 
of  works  of  artists  (mostly  autographed  and  titled)  has  vanished 
and  thus  shared  the  martyrdom  of  their  creators.  This  hook  was 
TTFitten  between  the  two  world  wars  and  is  thus  a  documentary 
of  a  tragic  chapter  in  Jewish  history. 

Otto  Schneid  in  this  book  refutes  the  assumption  that  Jewish 
art  is  decadent  and  poisenous  to  the  world  culture.  He  undertakes 
a  Herculian  task     of  gathering  material  to  prove  and  demonstrattc 
the  Jewish  contribution  to  art  and  culture.  The  book  (in  its 
German  version)  was  in  the  process  of  being  published  in  Vienna 
(1936)  when  the  Nazis  occupied  Austria  and  confiscated  it.  Otto 
Schneid  managed  to  retain  one  copy  of  the  manuscript  with  all 
the  photos  gathered  by  him  and  escaped  to  Poland  where  he  was 
imprisoned. 

He  resumes  his  activities  in  Israel  in  1939  and  enlarges  the 
scops  of  the  book.  In  1957  he  commences  translation  of  the  book 
into  Hebrew  and  updates  it  through  communication  with  survivors 
or  their  families.  By  now  the  book  also  includes  information  on 
the  survivors  as  well  as  on  those  that  have  perished  in  the  Nazi 
Holocaust. 

The  material  on  which  the  book  is  based  includes  over  3,500 
letters,  documents,  monographs,  photographs  of  artists  and  their 
work  (approx.  900  pieces),   etc.  In  all  the  book  lists  128  Jewish 
artists,  amongst  them  Chagall,  Pascin,  j.iodigliani,  Soutine,  Eislin 
Lipshitz,  etc.
